An act of parliament of 24 Aug 1653 required that in every parish before Thursday 22 
September 1653 a parish-register be appointed who was to be provided with a register-book in 
which to record births, marriages and deaths or burials. Provision was made for combining small 
parishes for the purposes of the act and for existing register-books to be given to the newly 


appointed parish-register. The same act replaced religious marriage with enforced civil marriage 
from Thursday 29 Sep 1653. A precis of the act is given below’. 


(1665) Clent [Seisdon] (St Leonard) was a vicarage (in Worcester diocese) in undiscovered 
presentation. Walter Wheeler e1632-1669 was in office as vicar on 6 Aug 1663. The parish 
contained one township which lay in Clent & Broom constablewick.

The first independent Congregational church in Bridgnorth of which we have a record was founded 
in 1662 when Rev. Andrew Tristram MA resigned the living of St Leonard's Church "for conscience 
sake" as a result of the Corporation Act of 1661 and the Act Of Uniformity of 1662 following the 
restoration of King Charles II.

Thomas Baldwin (presbyterian minister of Clent) c1628-.... B4 


Baldwin, born about 1628 in London, is of unknown parentage. He studied at Cambridge where on 
17 May 1655 he was admitted as a sizar at Queen's College but did not graduate. He was 
presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by 6 Jun 1655 when he was in office as a 
presbyterian minister at Moseley (?parochial chapelry), Worcs. On 10 Jun 1657 after presentation 
by Oliver Cromwell (Lord Protector) (? and nomination by the Trustees for maintenance) he was 
approved by the Commission for approbation of public preachers as presbyterian minister of Clent 
vicarage. At Clent he sometimes received an augmentation of £10 to £30 to his annual salary. 
Whilst at Clent Baldwin is said to have been a member of the Worcestershire Association. He 
certified the fitness of candidates for the ministry in 1658. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de 
facto vicar. About 1660 he writes in Clent parish register that all the children "have bin baptized as 
soone as borne as witnesseth him who baptized most of them ... Tho Baldwin, Vic." He was 
presented at the Stafford Quarter Sessions on 7 Jul 1661 for refusing to read the prayer book 
service ex prava et diabolica mente (i.e. from a perverse and diabolical mind). On 24 Aug 1662 he 
did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. In 1669 he was a teacher of 
a conventicle held at the house of William Bell of Birmingham, Warwicks. On 5 Sep 1672 he was 
licensed as a presbyterian teacher at Rowley Regis. On 6 Jul 1689 a chapel at Birmingham, 
Warwicks (later known as Birmingham Old Meeting House) was licensed in the names of (its first 
minister) William Turton (presbyterian minister of Rowley Regis) c1629-1716 QV, Thomas Baldwin 
and William Fincher (presbyterian minister of Wednesbury) c1630-1691 QV. In the same year 
Baldwin's house at Birmingham was certified as a meeting place. The Common Fund survey of 
dissenting ministers taken about 1690 has under Staffordshire the entry "Ministers that have a 
Competent Supply - Mr Tho: Baldwin - [ejected Minister] Of Clent - but the entry is scored out. In 
another entry Baldwin and Fincher are together recorded as ministers "Att Birmingham, of one 
Congregation well provided for each of them £30 per annum". Baldwin probably married (? on 2 
Aug 1657 at Birmingham) to Elizabeth (?Sharplin) by whom he had 3 sons. After 1690 no definite 
record of Baldwin has been discovered. However he might be the man of this name who on 8 Oct 
1701 as "Thomas Baldwyn of Birmingham Gent" made a will (to which he "makes his mark") proved 
under Lichfield on 1 Nov 1701. In his will he mentions his wife Sarah and their children and 
grandchildren ... also "my Studdye of Bookes [valued at £20] which I give and bequeath unto my 
sonne in Law Mr John Padgett". His personalty was valued at £372/8/10. This man was probably 
buried at Birmingham on 11 Oct 1701. [NOTE: TB of Clent is often confused with a contemporary - 
Thomas Baldwin presbyterian minister of Chaddesley Corbett, Worcestershire (and later of 
Kidderminster, Worcs) c1628-1693 (who was born in Middlesex) - who in his will appoints a 
kinsman "Mr Thomas Baldwin of Birmingham" as an overseer. In 1693 Richard White B.D. preached 
a funeral sermon for Thomas Baldwin of Kidderminster, Worcs minister c1628-1693 which was 
printed with his name (in error) as Thomas Badland.]

CLENT {Vicar} Mr Thomas Baldwin junior. Some time after his ejectment he exercised his ministry 
among the Dissenters at Birmingham, where he died. His name was long precious in both places. 
He was a man of a sanguine lively temper, and a sweet, humble, affable behaviour; one of a very 
extensive charity, ready to do good to the souls and bodies of them that came near him, and to 
condescend to those of the lowest degree. He was greatly mortified to the world, patiently suffering 
the loss of his substance. Never did any hear a repining expression drop from him upon that 
account; neither was he the more straitened towards the poor, when it was in the power of his hand 
to give. He was a judicious, solid, establishing preacher; much to be valued as a man, a Christian, 
and a minister. [393] 


Baldwin. Probably B.A. 1648-9, M.A. 1654 Queens' College, Cambridge (Venn), son of Thomas 
Baldwin, vicar of Chaddesley Corbett, Worcs who was ejected thence 1662 (Calamy). Member of 
the Worcestershire Association and described in their books as "minister of Clent." (Shaw II p455) 
His name follows that of Tristram see last note when described as minister of Bridgnorth, so that 
the probable date is Nov 1655. An unnamed minister of Clent was granted by the trustees c1655 an 
augmentation of £10 pa (Shaw II p511) This sum was paid to Baldwin out of some Cannock 
property in Dec 1657 and out of some Colwich property in Apr 1659 (Lamb. MSS. 995, p661; 981, 
p21) Shortly after this date the augmentation is given as £30. (Lamb. MS. 994, p142) One 
document states that Baldwin was admitted to this vicarage by the commissioners on the 
presentation of the Lord Protector on 10 Jun 1657 (sic) (Lamb. MS. 998, p46), another that he was 
nominated by the trustees on 20 May 1658 (sic) (Lamb. MS. 983, p103). He certified the fitness of 
candidates for the ministry in 1658 (Lamb. MS. 998, p198), was ejected 

c1662, after which he lived at Birmingham (Calamy). Not mentioned by Auden.

Andrew Tristram (presbyterian minister of Clent) 1628-1682 C38 
Tristram, christened on 18 Nov 1628 at Belbroughton, was a son of Thomas Tristram (rector of 
Belbroughton, Worcs) 1580-1640 and (his 2nd wife) Ann (Blicke). He studied at Cambridge where 
on 19 Oct 1646 he was admitted sizar at Emmanuel College and in 1647 matriculated but is not 
known to have graduated. He was presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman by 14 Jan 
1649.50 when he was presented by the Commissioners of the great seal as presbyterian minister of 
Clent. On 14 Jun 1650 the Committee for plundered ministers granted him an augmentation of £50 
to his annual salary of £40. Between 1653 and 1656 he was a member of the Worcestershire 
Association. On 20 Jun 1654 he was also appointed register of Clent. He presumably resigned at 
Clent before 10 Sep 1656 when he was appointed presbyterian minister of Bridgnorth St Leonard 
rectory. About Sep 1660 he continued here as de facto rector but on 24 Aug 1662 did not subscribe 
to the Act of uniformity and was thus to be deprived. At Bridgnorth a weekly presbyterian 
conventicle was established in his house. In Nov 1663 at the time of the Bridgnorth Fair the bailiffs 
“desired him to forbear [preaching], and he did so”. On 5 Nov 1667 he was created an extra- 


licentiate of the College of Physicians and is said to have subsequently practised as a physician. On 
5 Sep 1672 he was licensed as a presbyterian teacher at his own house at Bridgnorth. Tristram 
died, aged 54, on 20 Apr 1682 and was buried on 26 Apr in the chancel at Bridgnorth St Leonard 
where a mounument was erected. His will made on 22 Feb 1681.2 was proved under PCC on 10 
Feb 1682.3. Tristram married on 17 Dec 1650 at Clent to Alice Cox dau of William Cox (of Clent) 
1584-.... by whom he had 4 sons and 6 daughters. Benjamin Tristram (vicar of Fillongley, Warwicks) 
c1673-1713 was his youngest son. Tristram wrote in his will [to my] “sonne Benjamin my best desk 
and my best bible and large Concordance and in case hee shall by Gods blessing bee fitt and 
educated in the profession of Divinitie Law or Phisicke then and not otherwise I give him all th rest 
of my bookes”. In 1654 Tristram made this entry in Clent parish register:

The first independent Congregational church in Bridgnorth of which we have a record was founded in 1662 when Rev. 
Andrew Tristram MA resigned the living of St Leonard's Church "for conscience sake" as a result of the Corporation Act of 
1661 and the Act Of Uniformity of 1662 following the restoration of King Charles II. [INTERNET]

In 1689 a licence was issued for Andrew Tristram's house to be used for meetings; it was renewed in 1694 and again in 
1695. In 1709 a licence was issued for the building of a Presbyterian Chapel. When freedom of worship was granted the 
members built a chapel on Stoneway Steps. Andrew Tristram never did see this chapel for he died in +/06,three-years- 
befereit-was-built. This deed is dated 2nd August 1709, and described the purchase as: 'All that messuage cottage or 
tennements, with all the gardens there unto adjoining and belonging, on the North side of Stoneway the which John Wilson 
hath lately purchased from Mr.Thomas Woolastone, and Annie, his wife together with the new building there upon

Thomas Baldwin (presbyterian minister of Clent) c1627-?1701 

Baldwin, born about 1628 in London, is of unknown parentage. He studied at Cambridge where on 
17 May 1655 he was admitted as a sizar at Queen's College but did not graduate. He was 
presumably ordained as a presbyterian clergyman before 6 Jun 1655 when he was a presbyterian 
minister at Moseley, Worcs. On 10 Jun 1657 after presentation by Oliver Cromwell qua the 
Protector and/or by the Trustees for the maintenance of preaching ministers he was approved by 
the Commission for approbation of public preachers as presbyterian minister of Clent. At Clent his 
salary was at times augmented by £10 or £30. Whilst here he was a member of the Worcestershire 
Association. He certified the fitness of candidates for the ministry in 1658. About 1660 he writes in 
Clent parish register that all the children "have bin baptized as soone as borne as witnesseth him 
who baptized most of them ... Tho Baldwin, Vic." He was presented at the Stafford Quarter Sessions 
on 7 Jul 1661 for refusing to read the prayer book service ex prava et diabolica mente (i.e. from a 
perverse and diabolical mind). On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and 
was thus ejected. In 1669 he was a teacher at the house of William Bell in Birmgham. He had 
moved to Rowley Regis by 5 Sep 1672 when he was licensed as a presbyterian preacher. On 6 Jul 


1689 a chapel at Birmingham (later known as Birmingham Old Meeting House) was licensed in the 
names of (its first minister) William Turton (presbyterian minister of Rowley Regis) c1629-1716 
QV, Thomas Baldwin and William Fincher (presbyterian minister of Wednesbury) c1630-1691 QV. 
In the same year Baldwin's house at Birmingham was certified as a meeting place. Probably the 
next year he and Fincher are together recorded as ministers "Att Birmingham, of one Congregation 
well provided for each of them £30 per annum". Baldwin probably married (? on 2 Aug 1657 at 
Birmingham) to Elizabeth (?Sharplin) by whom he had three sons. After 1690 no definite record of 
Baldwin has been discovered. However he might be the man of this name who on 8 Oct 1701 as 
"Thomas Baldwyn of Birmingham Gent" made a will (to which he "makes his mark") proved under 
Lichfield on 1 Nov 1701. He was probably buried at Birmingham on 11 Oct 1701. In his will he 
mentions his wife Sarah and their children and grandchildren ... also "my Studdye of Bookes 
[valued at £20] which I give and bequeath unto my sonne in Law Mr John Padgett". His personalty 
was valued at £372/8/10. [NOTE: TB of Clent is often confused with a contemporary - Thomas 
Baldwin presbyterian minister of Chaddesley Corbett, Worcestershire (and later of Kidderminster, 
Worcs) c1628-1693 (who was born in Middlesex) - who in his will appoints a kinsman "Mr Thomas 
Baldwin of Birmingham" as an overseer. In 1693 Richard White B.D. preached a funeral sermon for 
Thomas Baldwin of Kidderminster, Worcs minister the title of which was printed with his name (in 
error) as Thomas Badland.]

Andrew Tristram was succeeded at Clent by Thomas Baldwin who also does not appear in Nash's List of Vicars He was a 
young man some 28 years old and his name first appears in the register in 1657 certifying that a marriage had been 
performed by him in the parish church of Clent In 1656 the Act estab lishing civil marriages had been confirmed by Parlia 
ment but the clause which declared no other marriage to be valid was omitted so that a way was opened for marriages in the

Walter Wheeler (Vicar of Clent, Staffs) e1632-1669 

Wheeler was born (perhaps) about 1632 of unknown parentage. Probably as a literate he was 
(presumably) anglicanly ordained deacon and priest before 6 Aug 1663 when he was in office as 
vicar of Clent (in Worcester diocese). In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Clent & Broom 
constablewick and "The Viccarrage house" was assessed on 5 hearths. Still in office he died, 
perhaps aged about 37, and was buried here on 3 Feb 1668.9. His will made on 1 Feb 1668.9 was 
proved at Worcester on 29 Jun 1669. His personalty was valued at £99/0/8 and included his "study 
of books £18". Wheeler married (perhaps) about 1662 to Elizabeth by whom he had one daughter.

Thomas Baldwin was succeeded in the living of Clent in 1662 by Walter Wheeler, another vicar whose name does not 
appear in Nash's list; but he held it only a few years, till his death in 1668. His burial is entered in the register on the 3rd of 
February in that year, and his will was proved at Worcester on the following 29th of January [?June], being dated two days 
before his burial. He left all his goods to his wife Elizabeth, and they were valued at £99 Os. 8d. His study of books was 
worth £18 and he seems to have farmed in a small way, one item in the list of his property being a lot of hop-poles, valued 
at ??? He was succeeded by Thomas Walker, Master of Arts. In a note to Nash's List of Vicars one Cole is said to have been 
incumbent before Walker, but this must be a mistake, since only only one month elapsed between the burial of Wheeler and 
Walker's induction.
